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Atlanta’s Rapid Growth ‘Amazing’ 
To Native Visiting After 40 Years 


Resident of Los Angeles 
Stops Off to Visit Child- 
hood Scenes. 


Atlanta’s rapid growth and many 
changes within the past 40 years were 
nothing short of “amazing” and “ut- 
terly astounding” yesterday to Robert 
R. Souder, of Los Angeles, Cal., who 
stopped off en route to Cincinnati to 
take a look at his birthplace for the 
first time in 40 years. 


Souder was born in Atlanta in 1873 
on Peachtree street and lived the life 
7: a “normal Atilantan” for many 
years, until] his business took him to 
other parts of the country, leading him 
to Los Anegeles three years ago. 

“The last time 1 was in Atlanta 
was in 185, to visit the famous Cot- 
ton States Exposition,” Souder de- 
clared. “No one can imagine what 
changes have taken place since that 
time. Atlanta is like an entirely dif- 
ferent place, except for the warm 
hospitality a visitor receives on every 
side. 

“Atlanta was a booming, progres- 
sive city even in 1895,” he said. show- 
ing a healthy residue of Atlanta spirit, 
which he declares he still has in great 
abundance. “That exposition was a 
smart thing for Atlanta to do. It 
really put the city on the map and 
placed Atlanta before the eyes of the 
nation. 

“But the whole city now seems to 
be an exposition of progress, pros- 
rerity and general happiness. It goes 
without saving that [ wouldn’t mind 
being right back here now.’ 

Souder spent some time looking 
turough the old files of The Consti- 
tution, from 1872, the time when his 
father was manacer of the Southeaat- 
ern Methodiw. Book Concern, on 
througt the years of his residence 
here. 

The visitor is a patron of the legiti- 
mate stage and has kept a record of 
the many plays be has seen in Atlanta 
and other cities. He particularly re- 
called seeing Archie Boyd here in 
“Shore Acres” :nany years ago at the 
old Atlanta opera house.

State Auditor Tom Wisdom report- 
ed to Governor Talmadge yesterday 
the Georgia State College for Women 
at Milledgeville paid all of its old 
debts during the past yea> and is now 
free of debt. 

The statement, contained in the 
annual audit of the college, did not 
state the amonnt of the debts paid 
during the fiseal year, but said the 
payments would be shown in the audit 
of the regents of the University 
System. 

The audit showed the Milledgeville 
institution received $478,450.11 as in- 
come during the year ended August 
31. 1936. This compared with $454,- 
48(.01 last year. 

The chief source of the 1936 income 
were the earnings from dormitories, 
rooms and lauadry, which amounted to 
$240,655.26 compared with $223,- 
731.93 in 135. 

The state allotment ftom the board 
of regents amounted to $123,500 as 
compared with $131.954.20 last year. 

The 1iext largest item of sevenue was 
student {ecs, which brought § in 
$96.209.26. 

The chief expense was for personal 
services which totaled $232,223.75 
‘his year as compared with $228,371.- 
97 in 1935. Supplies cost $137,519.65 
as compared with $129,399.34. last 
year, 

Total expenses and outlay in 1936 
were $464.788.33 ns compared with 
$457,685.18 in 1935.

FOR UNION EXTENSION

tee is gathering new funds by special 
assessments upon rich member unions. 
General Strike Looms. 

Not since William. Z. Foster, for- 
mer stockyards organizer, drew out 
390,000 laborers in 1919, has steel 
verged so perilously close to a general 
istrike. A source close to Lewis told the 
| United Press tonight that a walk-out 
‘in the $5,000,000,000 industry is con- 
sidered “almost inevitable.” 
| Several small walkouts have  al- 
ready cropped out in the hot mills 
along the smoky Qhio valley and in 
the Chicago district. But the acid 
test of Lewis’ strength will come 
“soon” when he feels that the drive 
has mustered sufficient recruits for 
a trial of power. 

When that point has been reached 
Murray will call a convention of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers—CIO affil- 
iate—and draw up demands for bet- 
tered working conditions which will 
be presented to the American Iron 
and Steel Institute. 

“From then on it is up to them,” 
Murray said tonight. 

Auto Walkout Probable. 

At the same time, danger of indus- 
trial strife loomed in the automobile 
industry. Lewis today dispatched 
suave Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers, to De- 
troit where he will draw up a col- 
lective bargaining ultimatum to be 
presented to General Motors Corpora- 
tion. 

General Motors employs 211,000 
workers. It was frankly admitted by 
the CIO that a strike was probable if 
the corporation does not recognize the 
union and accede to its requests. 

Already the auto workers are slow- 
ly throttling boom-time production of 
1937 motorcars by a series of guerilla 
strikes in assembly lines, feeder 
plants and flat glass factories where 
windshields are supplied. 

The workers tightened their grip on 
the feed lines to the great plants, 
choking off supplies with strikes at 
Detroit, Kansas City, Atlanta, Toledo, 
Shreveport, La.; Ottawa, Ill.; Char- 
leston, W. Va., and Canton, Ohio. 


Spokesmen for the Ford Motor Com- 
pany admitted feeder strikes would 
probably curtail production in 
eral branches of the Ford organiza- 
tion,” next week. 

Co-ordinated Campaign. 

The strikes are part of a co-ordinat- 
ed campaign by the auto workers and 
the Federation of Flat Glass Work- 
ers who hare formed a joint council 
to fight their battle. Glen W. Me- 
Cabe, glass leader, announced that 8&5 
per cent of his union were already 
in the picket lines. 

On other fronts Lewis organizers 
rallied new members with the aid of 
sound trucks, banners, placards and 
fighting. speeches. Rubber factories, 
textile and garment mills. coke plants, 
radio shops and shipbuilding yards 
were all drawn into the campaign 
drive.

GENERAL MOTORS 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 19.—?)— 
An inquiry into labor conditions in 
General Motors Company plants was 
announced today by the senate civil 
liberties committee. Public hearings 
will begin January 11. 

The committee said it planned a far- 
reaching study of charges of labor 
espionage, strikebreaking, and illegal 
interference with union activity in the 
auto, rubber and steel industries. The 
committee is headed by Senator La- 
Follette, Progressive, Wisconsin. 


TRANSPORTATION INDUSTRY 
IS HARRIED BY STRIKES 
DETROIT, Dee. 19.—(#)—Impor- 


tant phases of the transportation in- 
dustry, including the manufacture of 


motorcars and the_operation of buses 
and ocean Inrers, fe e increasing 
effect of widespread strikes today. 

A survey today showed \the follow- 
ing employes idle because of strikes 
and shut-<downs in the auto industry: 

Twelve thousand five hundred and 
fifty in auto and auto-parte plants. 

Fourteen thousand two hundred in 
flat glass factories said to be the 
source of 90 per cent of the motor in- 
dustry's safety glass. 3 

At least 400 in plants shut down' 
because of lack of parts. 

Although the night shift at the Ford 
Motor Company’s mammoth Rouge 
plant, where 87,000 are employed, was 
sent home Friday night because neces- 
sary. parts were not available, it was 
said in one company office that the 
plant presumahly would operate as 
usual Monday, The Ford plant at 
Cincinnati closed today for lack of 
parts. The Buffalo (N. Y.) assembly 
plant curtailed operations Friday. 

Strikes continued at the Kansas 
City and Atlanta (Ga.) assembly 
plants of the Chevrolet Motor Com- 


pany and the Fisher Body division 
of General Motors. 

At Eau Claire, Wis., union work- 
men in two departments of the Gil- 


lette Rubber Company etruck today 
and 2,000 men were idle. The com- 
pany manufactures tires. 

In New York, bus drivers of the 
Brooklyn Manhattan Transit Com- 
pany awaited approval by national 
officers of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street and Electric Railway 
and Motor Coach Employes for a 
strike. The drivers said that a strike 
also would involve 15,000 employes of 
the company’s subway and street car 
lines. 

A bus drivers’ strike has left Flint, 
Mich., without mass transportation 
for 12 days. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 
COLLAPSE ON PACIFIC 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—()— 
Peace negotiations collapsed on two 
fronts but dragged along on a third 
in the west coast maritime strike to- 
night while tension increased between 
‘regular’ and “rank-and-file” union 
elements in the east. 

Both shipowners and representatives 
of the cooks and stewards union con- 


ceded week-long peacemaking efforts 

had broken down in an impasse over 

workers’ demands for an 8-hour day. 
Employer Representative T. G. 


Plant announced after conferring 
with the Masters, Mates and Pilots 
Union a “complete disagreement” over 
demands for union recognition and 
employment preference. 

The union issued a statement con- 
tradicting one by Plant asserting de- 
mands for union control of ship's of- 
ficers were “unjust.” 

However, Harry Lundeberg, sailors’ 
union spoesman, struggled along with 
Plant in an effort to reach an agree- 
ment affecting that union and the em- 
ployers. For several days Plant and 
Lundeberg had negotiated and were re- 
ported near agreement on all issues 
except one regarding Alaska condi- 
tions. 

In New York the first important 
test of the drive launched by insur- 
gent striking seamen to woo New York 
longshoremen from their jobs failed 
at the United Fruit Company pier. 

About 150 seamen shouted in vain to 
the stevedores fo quit loading the liner 
Musa. The ship left for South Amer- 
ican ports without delay at 11 a.m.

The strike, which would hare af- 
fected more than 100,000 textile op- 
erators in the Lancashire area, had 
been projected for Monday. 

The workers accepted an increase 
of one shilling, three halfpence on each 
pound sterling of their wages (ap- 
proximately 28 cents in each $5.)

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[Act Creating Embryo of Atlanta 
Passed Legislature Century Ago 


The most important date in Atlan- 
ta’s century of history will pass quiet- 
ly tomorrow with little or no recogni- 
tion. 

Just 100 years ago tomorrow, the 
Georgia legislature acted officially 
toward making possible the city of 
Atlanta. 

An act was passed creating the 
Western & Atlantic railroad and on 
the same day, December 21, 1836, 
Governor William Schley affixed his 
approval, 

It was not until a year later that 
the legislature passed the act provid- 
ing for the building of the railroad 
as surveyed by Colonel Stephen Har- 
riman Long, an army engineer on 
leave of absence. That legislature au- 
thorized the extension of the Georgia 
railroad from Madison through Cov- 
ington to the terminus of the West- 
ern & Atlanta railroad, as fixed by 
Colonel Long. In this manner, At- 
lanta's first name, Terminus, became 
fixed as a tag of identification of 
that spot where the two railroads 
were to meet. 

Construction Began in 1838. 

Construction of the railroad began 
in March, 1838, and on December 23, 
1843, thé town of Marthasville was 
created by an act of the legislature. 
Marthasville was changed to Atlanta 
on December 29, 1847, although the 
name was generally recognized before 
the legislature formally approved it, 
according to historians. 

The Atlanta Constitution of Decem- 
ber 30, 1870, in an editorial follow- 
ing the death of Governor Wilson 
Lumpkin, said: 

“Under his administration the pres- 
ent terminus of the state road was 
determined and called Marthasville 
as a compliment to the youngest 
daughter of the Governor. With more 
taste than gallantry the name was 
subsequently changed by some ambi- 
tious railroad men to. Atlanta.” 

Facts on the establishment of the 

& A. railroad are contained in 
a history of that line, published in 
1831 and written by J. Houstoun John- 
son, who today is state director of 
the United States Public Works Ad- 
ministration and who, in 1925, was 
consulting engineer of the railroad. 
His facts were compiled and printed 
under authorization of an act of the 
legislature. The building of the W. 
& A. railroad has been linked so close- 
ly with the history of the state, the 
legislature felt that a formal record 
should be compiled covering the prog- 
ress of the rail line that did most 
for the development of north Georgia. 

In the November issue of the At- 
lanta Historical Society’s bulletin, 
Miss Meta Barker, one of Atlanta’s 
better historians, helps to explode an 
old legend that the railroad line was

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(UP)— 
Alf M. Landon will enter the White 
House Monday—but only as a visit- 
ing Governor.

Roosevelt extended his invitation when 
he learned that Governor Landon 
would be in Washington for the Grid- 
iron dinner Monday night. 

When they clasp hands it will mark 
the second mecting of the two men 
in less than six months. The first was 
in Des Moines when the campaign 
was at fever heat. At that time Lan- 
don was one of several governors call- 
ed into conference by President Roose- 
velt to consider with him means and 
wars of developing a Jong-range soil 
and water conservation program. 

The last communication between the 
two was November 3 when Landon, the 
defgited Republican nominee for the 
preS@dency, wired congratulations to 
Mr. Roosevelt on 
victory at the polls. 

The Landon visit, it was expected, 
would take place in the White House 
executive offices Its extent will de- 
pend largely on the President.

teen hundred feet below Fort Gilmer 
was found to present the most eligi- 
ble point for crossing the Chattahoo- 
chee, as it would enable the adop- 
tion of such a bridge level as would 
best suit our ascent to the main ridge 
east of that river. <A test level cross- 
ing the summit of this ridge to the 
headwaters of South river, gave an 
elevation of 285 feet at a distance 
of eight miles, affording an available 
grade in the direction of the differ- 
ent road branches radiating from the 
main trunk.” 

That was why, according to Miss

Information indicating the lottery 
racket is gaining strong holds despite 
the fact approximately 1,500 have 
been tried and convicted in Fulton 
criminal court during the past two 
years, has been obtained. 

Appeals to Players. 

Solicitor Boykin again yesterday 
appealed to tbe people to forego their 
gambling desires and quit playing the 
“bug” which appears so harmiecss to 
them. He cited the gangland killings 
as just a beginning unless the racket 
is curbed, and said only through the 
people can the lottery racket be 
stopped. 

“As long as honest people continue 
to supply, unknowingly, money with 
which the underworld can operate, we 
will never be able to beat the lottery 
racket,” he said. “If existing condi- 
tions continue, there will be more kill- 
ings, which may result in the death 
of innocent.” . 

Court figures reveal only one lottery 
head man, sent to the chain gang on 
charges of lottery operations, carry- 
ing concealed weapons or violation of 
the prohibition law, has served his 
sentence within the past two years. 
The others have been pardoned, pa- 
roled or have had their sentences re- 
duced to fines which were immediate- 
ly paid. 

Accurate figures on the number of 
lottery cases tried in the Fulton crim- 
inal court this year are not avail- 
able, but Solicitor John McClelland 
reports the year’s total will approxi- 
mate that of last year, when 748 de- 
fendants were brought before the 


court. 
Hard to Convict. 

As a result of grand jury recom- 
mendations and. suggestions of At- 
lanta newspapers, lottery defendants. 
when convicted, were given straight 
chain gang sentences during the first 
months of this year. But. it was 
fonnd harder to convict when the 
chain gang was the sentence than 
when conviction meant a fine, Me- 
Clelland declared. 

From January 1 to May 10, 1936, 
128 cases involving Jottery operators. 
pickup men and writers were heard 
in criminal court. Fifty-five defend- 
ants received fines averaging $83.83 
each: 60 received atraight chain gang 
sentences averaging five months each, 
and 13 were declared not guilty.

His sentence 
was reduced to a $150 fine by the 
Governor. :

Many Repeat Cases. 


Approximately 15 per cent of all 
lottery cases tried in criminal court 
are repeat cases. The general idea 
is that a larger percentage are re- 
peaters, but Solicitor McClelland dis- 
closed lottery operators do not want 
convicted people working as writers 
and pickup men, as they are too 
‘hot.’ 

As soon as a writer or pickup man 
is caught by law enforcers, a new 
person is secured to take his place, 
he said. 

McClelland pointed out that many 
persons known to be connected with

the lotteries are convicted on other 
charges because they are “too slick” 
to be caught as a lottery operator, 
and also because it is the insignifi- 
cant writers or pickup men who run 
the risk. 

Under the setup of the racket, the 
only persons the writers could turn 
up are the men at the point where 
they turn in their tickets; then the 
only man the collector could turn up 
would be the pickup man who collects 
the tickets just before the bond mar- 
ket closes; the only person the pick- 
up man knows is the master pickup 
man, and the latter is so high he 
will not reveal the big bosses, Mce- 
Clelland said. 

So the courts continue to convict 
the writers and picku men, and 
usually once caught these men and 
women lose their jobs to new per- 
sons unknown to police. Thus the 
circle begins anew. The racket lead- 
ers sit back, he said, unknown to their 
employes, reaping the racket harvest 
while the insignificant writers and 
pickup men are left to hold the bag. 

‘““And when we get a big shot. he’s 
pardoned, the records show.”

REVEALED. IN. REPORT 
SPURRING TENANT AID 


Plan Outlining Remedial 
Steps Drafted by Cafolina 
University Professor. 
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WASHINGION, Dec. 19.—()— 
Hoping to spur the new congress to 
aid tenant farmers, the Works Prog- 
ress Administration today made pu 
lic a report which it said showed 
“starvation incomes” and “exorbitant” 
interest rates among southern planta- 
tion tenants in 1934. 

Dr. T. J. Woofter Jr.. a southerner 
and professor at the University of 
North Carolina, said he based the 
report upon a study of plantations 
worked by five families, or more, in 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, Georgia and the Carolinas. 

He. cluded that the average ten- 
ant family studied had a net income 
in 1934 of $304, including what it 
raised for its own use, and that it 
was charged 37 per cent interest for 
credit to meet living expenses. High 
interest rates were termed a major 
stumbling block to independent farm 
ownership. 


Poorest Houses. 

“The houses furnished are among 
the poorest in the nation,” his report 
added. “Uupainted four-room frame 
shacks predominate. Screening is the 
exception rather than the rule and 
sanitation is primitive. 

“The low income for large families 
provides only a meager subsistence.” 

The report, compilation of which 
was said to have started two years 
ago, has been turned over to the com- 
mission planning tenant aid legisla- 
tion for President Roosevelt. 

In making it public, Harry L. Hop- 
kins, the Works Progress administra- 
tor, commented that the majoirty of 
tenants who have been on relief were 
found capable of becoming self-sus- 
taining. 

An administration statement added 
Dr. Woofter’s survey of federal relief 
and rehabilitation activities among 
cotton tenants “emphasized the impor- 
tance of support by the federal gov- 
ernment in the future recunstruction 
of the cotton belt.” 

Dr. Woofter and his associate made 
no specific recommendations, merely 
outlining many of the remedial steps 
that have been suggested. They made 
this general observation, however: 

“The keystone of any program of 
southern agrarian reconstruction must 
be a program of mass education. . 
This situation points to the need of 
a federal program of grants-in-aid for 
the equalization of educational oppor- 
tunity, justified by the fact that the 
surplus wealth of the southeast is con- 
centrated in other sections, and the 
further fact that such a large pro- 
portion of youth educated in the rural 
areas make their life contribution in 
industrial cities.” 


Average Net Income. 


The average net income of the plan- 
tation operators studied was reported 
at $2,572. 

“The net income ranged from an 
average of $1,340 in the Muscle Shoals 
‘area to $7,149 in the Arkansas river 
area,” the report said. “The land- 
lord’s net income was sufficient to 
pay him 6 per cent on his invested 
capital and about $850 for his labor 
income.” 

Dr. Woofter said the rapid in- 
Crease ip population in the rural 
south was a factor to be reckoned 
with in planning for better rural con- 
ditions. 

“You can’t plough under every 
third child,” he added. 

A bright spot in the 200-page mono- 
gram was a reference to better finan- 
cial conditions in the south as reflect- 
ed by loan collections. 

“In the seven states,” it said, “46 
per cent of the loans of 1931, 54 per 
cent of those of 1032, and SO per cent 
of those of 1933, were collected by No- 
vember 30, 1933. Eighty-eight per cent 
of the 1934 loans were collected by 
December 31 of that year.”

“The plantation had a total value 
of about $28,700 of which $21,700 was 
in land, $3,900 in buildings, $1,900 in 
animals, and $1,200 in implements. 
The average Jong-term indebtedness 
was $11,700. 

Fourteen Families. 

“The typical plantation was occu- 
pied by 14 families, exclusive of. the 
landlord’s family, of which three were 
headed by wage hands, eight by crop- 
pers, two by other share tenants, and 
one by a renter. Of these families, twu 
were white and 12 were negro. The 
average family, the head of which 
was 41 years of age, consisted of about 
four persons, of whom two to three 
were employable. The average num- 
ber of years of residence on the 1934 
farm was eight years for all families, 
seven for wage hands, seven for crop- 
pers, 11 for other share tenants and 
13 for renters. 

“The typical plantation had a gross 
income of $9.500 in 1934 of which ap- 
proximately $7,000 was obtained from 
sales of crops and live stock prod- 
ucts, $900 from AAA payments, $200 
from land rented out, and $1,400 from 
home use production. 

“The net plantation income. after 
deducting expenses, was $6,000. The 
operator’s net income averaged $2,600, 
leaving $3.400 to be divided among ¢be 
tenants. If 6 per cent is allowed as 
the return on the landlord’s invest- 
ment, he received approximately $850 
as his labor income, or $2 per crop 
acre.”

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GERMANY SFFKING Al 
AS SUPPLY OF BREAD 
CONTINUES TO DWINDLE 


Eden Tells Reich Vast Arms 
Program Is Responsible 
for Quandary.

BERLIN, Dec. 19.—(4)—The third 
reich strove today to find the bread 
it must have by spring. 

An iron clamp, by Nazi decree, 
pinched the already slim trickle of 
butter and fat products to the Ger- 


mau consumer. Now experts affirmed, 
the reich must face the prospect of 
empty domestic bread bins by April. 


To get the wheat to make the bread 
that Germany eats means going 
alroad—and there lie grave difficul- 
thes. 

The stringencies imposed on Ger- 
man househulds in preserving dwin- 
dling food supplies were disclosed yes- 
terday by the issuance of ration cards 
for butter and lard. 

Under new orders allowances of fats 
will be prorated according to the size 
of families. Purchases will be limited 
to SO per cent of October consumption 
each month, starting January 1. 

Import More Wheat. 

Agricultural estimates agreed Ger- 
many must increase wheat importa- 
‘tion’ after having reduced them in 
1935 to 160,000 tons as compared 
with 605,000 tons the year before. 

By April, according to estimates 
considered reliable, the reich’s wheat 
reserves will have been’ exhausted. 
But, advised experts of the ministry 
of economics, food purchases would 
drain Germany's last gold reserves. 

Feelers have been put out for eco- 
nomic aid abroad, especially to Great 
Britain. 

Anthony Eden, British foreign sec- 
._ retary, replied that help would be 
far easier to provide were there not 
proof Germauys economic quandary 
arose from the nation’s vast rearma- 
ment program. 

Aided Recovery. 

In respouse, German economists con- 
tend the whole recovery program of 
the Nazi regime is so dependent on 
War ministry contracts disaster would 
follow sudden suspension of rearm- 
ing. 

War industries are booming and it 
is -Nazidom’s proud claim that un- 
employment has been reduced 
6,000,000 at the start of Nazi rule 
in 1933 almost to 1,000,000 today be- 
cause of the introduction of compul- 
sory labor and military service. 

Hience, in the German view, the 
reich must maintain its military pro- 
gram or suffer chaos. 

As one escape from the vicious cir- 
cle, Finance Minister Hijalmar 
Schacht and Joachim yon Ribbentrop, 
ambassador to London, have preached 
the gospel of colonies. 

War Economy. 

Whatever merits are contained in 
the proposition Germany's war-lost 
possessions be returns, authorities de- 
clared, it would take some time to 
realize the benefits Schacht claims. 

Germany's worries until the next 
crops are harvested, therefore, have 
become a paramount issue.

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The Background of the Home Picture 


By W. ELBRID 


GE FREEBORN. 


The month of December is about 
ideal for planning planting shrub- 
bery of all kinds. This year has been 
a bit unusual as far as weather is 
concerned. Our winter was far behind 
ita schedule, but it is with us now. 
All the shrubbery is thoroughly dor- 
mafft, as most of the sap is down in 
the roots. What little growth there is 
going on ia under the ground in root 
growth, which is another reason that 
all kinds of shrubs should be planted 
in the fall. 


It is of the utmost importance that 
you have a plan for’ your 
grounds. If a plan is made and thor- 
oughly studied 
mtarted, it will save a great deal of 
time, money and mistakes. It is also 
best to utilize every foot of your land. 
Every square foot should serve a pur- 
pose and should be used only for that 
purpose. If no plans are made and 
‘the garden and landscaping done hap- 
hazardly the time will come when it 
is apparent that a great many things 
have been omitted and that the parts 
of the lot used have not been used 
to the best advantage. 


This idea of using all of the home 
grounds has resulted in quite a change 
in.the character of home plantings 
generally. ‘There was a time, and that 
not so long ago, that the only plan- 
ning and planting thought about was 
done in the front of the house. That 
time is gone now, and oftentimes the 
backyard is even more beautiful than 
the front. The front of the house 
must be landscaped for the publie and 
should conform, at least in generality, 
with others in the neighborhood. LBe- 
hind the house is the real private 
garden. There it is that there may 
be seen the individuality of the home 
owner, and it 1s not an uncommon 
sight to see what might well be called 
an outdoor living room. 

There are no*rules that should be 
laid down as to what should be found 
in an outdoor living room.

iiiieen Answers 
On Garden Subjects 


By Mrs. Fletcher Pearson Crown. 


Q. I have a cedrus dedora planted 
near the sidewalk, can I prune it so 
that it will grow back gravefully, and 
what do you think about topping it? 

A. I am glad you asked advice be- 
fore ruining your lovely trees. They 
will never grow limbs back near the 
ground for the ones you cut off. And 
if you top it you will ruin it’s lovely 
spire shape. Sometimes the top is 
killed by borers, then we try to do 
the best we can about making a new 
leader by training up one of the other 
branches to take its place. Down in 
Griffin there is one so big and so 
lovely the sidewalk has been changed 
so that the lovely sweeping branches 
would not have to be cut. If you 
must do something you can cut the 
tips of the sidewalk branches as little 
as possible. We usually wait until 
February to do this pruning. But it 
will not damage the tree to do it now. 

My thoughts are so full of roses 
and shrub. at this time of year I feel 
that I must continue the talk about 
shrubs that I started about a month 
ago. I wish to suggest that with 
your yellow  forsythias you plant 
spirea prunifolia, or “shirt-button” 
spirea. They usually bloom together 
and are lovely. And we all appreci- 
ate the beautiful weigelia, the ever- 
blooming red one, the delicate pink 
one, the rich rose one, and the pure 
White one. If you do not have a 
weigelia and have room for a very 
large shrub I would plant one before 
March. If you do have one please 
under no persuasion Jet anyone prune 
it for you before the last of April, 
after it blooms. Even more beautiful 
is the Kolwitzia or beauty bush. But 
this shrub does. not begin to bloom 
until it is about four years old, then 
each year it grows more and more 
beautiful, Another early and lovely 
blooming shrub is the exochorda 
grandiflora or pearl bush. The lovely

What To Do in December 


MULCHING—Decemhber is the accepted 
month for mulching shrub heds as 
well as perennials and roses. The 
best material for this purpose is a 
mixture of peat moss and sheep or 
cow manure. 

FERTILIZING—Bone meal, raw, is the 
best material for fertilizing roses 
and bulbs as they are placed in the 
gronnd. A light application of bone 
meal or sheep manure is good for 
the lawn at this time to promote 


winter stooling. 

PRUNING—Take the tall stems out of 
roses, remove the dead wood from 
all shrubs, both decidnous and evrer- 
green. The flowering shrubs that 
bloom after the first of June should 
be pruned now. Spring flowering 
shrubs should be pruned after they 
have bloomed next spring. 

SPRAYING—Now that frnit trees are 
dormant they should have a_thor- 
ough dormant spraying. using scale- 
cide or dry lime ‘sulphur for the 
peaches. Dormant spraying for 
scales is most important and should 
-not be overlooked.

By Orville Park 


Macon clubwomen listened to an in- | 
formative talk made by Orville A. 
Park, well-known Macon lawyer, at 
the December meeting of the organiza- 
tion held in the clubhouse. He was 
introduced by Mrs. Lewis A. Waxel- 
baum, who said the speaker was a 
man with a keen legal mind knowing 
probably more about tax laws than 
any other man in Georgia. 

“A factor which greatly affects the 
state’s financial situation is the allo- 
cation of revenues,” said Mr. Park. 
As a remedy for conditions the #peak- 
er suggested three things: (1) That 
the allocation of revenues to different 
departments and services should be 
abolished. (2) An abolishment of the 
general property tax. (3) A lighten- 
ed burden on real estate.

Mrs. H. M. Bird Writes Article 
On ‘Public Safety’ Laws Today 


In conjunction with public welfare, 
but made a separate committee in 
the present administration of Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, is ‘‘pub- 
lic safety,” of which the chairman is 
Mrs. H. M. Bird, of Bowdon. Un- 


der Mrs. Bird's leadership, resolutions 
have been formulated and passed, and 
legislation proposed, and now she is 
co-ordinating the efforts of the fed- 
eration with those of other agencies 
toward securing at the coming ges- 
sion of the legislature adequate laws 
concerning the uniform vehicle code 
and the drivers’ license. The aim of 
the General Federation as expressed 
through the chairman, Mrs. Edward 
Hammett, is “48 states with a uniform 
vehicle code well-administered.” Prog- 
ress is being made, but there must be 
no let-up until everybody is thinking, 
talking and acting safety, and until 
those who do are protected against 
those who persist in driving or walk- 
ing dangerously, by sensible, iron-clad 
laws, rigidly enforced. 

Mrs. Hammett says: “It is compara- 


' tively easy to get people to support 


a campaign against some disease or 
other, but they remain curiously in- 
different to appeals for personal in- 
terest in a campaign for traffic safety. 
It is a fine thing, of course, the 
will all agree, but how many wi 
make little or no effort to keep the 
rules for safety? Yet the toll of lives 
from traffic accidents is far greater 
each year than that from any disease 
known.” If other states can show al- 
most incredible reduction in traffie 
accidents as the result of adequate 
laws, why cannot Georgia adopt such 
laws? The women should be behind 
the movement 100 per cent. The 


approaches to towns! beauty surrounding our daily lives.” big job is to make the driver safer and 


the pedestrian safety-conscious. When 
all the ‘‘do’s” and ‘‘don’ts” that com- 
prise the common sense rules for 
safety, says Mrs. Hammett, are boiled 
down, the underlying principle will 


be found to be just ordinary courtesy, 
the same principle which underlies the 
golden rule. If everyone on the road, 
motorist or pedestrian, had good man- 


ners, there would be no need for this 
great national traffic safety campaign. 
Since many obviously haven't, how- 
ever, they must either be taught them, 
or be made to pay the penalty by 
strict law enforcement. It is up to 
the women to think, talk and act 
safety every day, in order to stop the 
senseless slaughter of human lives. 
Motor accidents killed 937 people in 
Georgia during 1935, and 390 more 
were killed during the first half of 
1936. Those figures are a challenge 
to every citizen. The Georgia leziala- 
ture meets in January and that body 
can decide whether a standard driv- 
ers’ license law will be passed, or 
whether the annual massacre is to 
continue. 

The campaign for safety in auto- 
mobile driving is resulting as one of 
its by-products in a swift increase 
in automobile driving courses in high 
schools. Schools opening this year, 
the National Safety Council reported, 
found 5,004 of the nation’s 26,000 
high schools offering courses of one 
kind or another in safe motoring con- 
duct. In addition about 60 per cent 
of the elementary schools are now 
including classes in practices of gen- 
eral safety. It is asserted that the 
safety movement would not show real

THE WAR IN OUTLINE, by Liddell 
Hart. Random House, New York. 
238 pp. $2.00. 

It would seem hardly like that, at 
a distance of nearly 20 years, a pub- 
lisher would be interested in -another 
history of the World War. It is cer 
tain that an ordinary work would 
leave almost any publisher cold. But 
when Mr. Liddell Hart writes a book 
end when the book is as well con- 
ceived and as well done as this one, all 
coubt disappears, for it is an extraor- 
dinarily fine piece of work.

free as a nation or as a people. Short- 
ly after the fall of the city of Baby- 
lon, Artemisia died in giving birth 
to his son, and Sira turned again 
toward the east and India. 

The story of Sira of Babylon re- 
pays in the last three books for what- 
ever tedium the reader may have ex- 
perienced in reading the first two. It 
is a story as colorful as the east it- 
self, as rich as an Indian caravan, as 
broad in scope as the travels of the 
wanderer about whom the book is 
written. No lover'of history or poetry 
should pass it up, since it is both a 
panoramic study of pre-Christian 
Asia and a commentary on some of 
the most moving poetry to be found 
in the Old Testament.

Surely here is a book for the elite, 
the studious reader, the occasional 
reader, he who wants the outstanding 
in literature, she who desires the 
worthwhile. 

Carl Van Doren says he had a free 
hand in selecting the material finally 
incorporated in this large volume. He 
says he tried “to avoid being merely 
historical or representative. No writ- 
er has been included only because he 
stood for something or other. I have 
asked of everything selected whether 
it seemed to me excellent in itself.” 

Among the authors are such widely 
read as Willa Cather, H. L. Mencken, 
George Jean Nathan, Elinor Wrlie, 
Max . Beerbohm, Arthur Machen, 
George S. Kaufman, Julian Huxley, 
Joseph Hergesheimer, Wallace Ste- 
vens and Carl Van Vechten.

A new book by Helen Hull never 
incites insurrections because of ,ts 
raising of centroversial questions.. No 
one has ever become excited over Miss 
Hull's revolutionary style, her experi- 
ments with the word, or her unusual 
prose rhythms. She is a fairly expert 
workman in her own field, construct- 
ing good, logical plots in the manner 
of the eighteenth century novelists 
and clothing these narrative skeletons 
with the bones of contemporary atti- 
tudes and the flesh of present-day 
people. 

Like the older novelists and most 
of her fellows, she lays chief stress 
on character. Sometimes she achieves 
a developing character: most often her 
people remain static: typed. The fault 
in this case may lie in Miss Hull's 
superficiality of outlook apd her in- 
ability to project herself completely 
into the characters or into the essen- 
tial issues: or her clinging to a formu- 
la which has proved to be sucessfnl 
end, I imagine, profitable: take ordi- 
nary people, pretty well off: put them 
in tne middle of a setting that is 
modern and attractive; get something 
+o happen: and then let them go to 
work. It’s old. but it always works, 
and it has made money for many feo- 
ple and spoiled many senses of dis- 
crimination when taken in too fre- 
quent doses.

Ludwig Grein, a very successful 
German spy during the World War, 
was exiled by the Nazis because his 
paternal grandmother was non-Aryan 
and has occupied many days of bitter 
disillusionment with the recording of 
his war experiences. Bernard New- 
man, a very competent writer of spy 
stories, who was evidently in the 
British intelligence service through- 
ont the war, has revised and edited 
this record. The result of this un- 
usual collaboration is an outstanding 
addition to war literature. 

The book, published under Mr. 
Newman's name, is one of those rare- 
ties which one finds it difficult to 
put down yet regrets that each page 
brings him nearer to the end. It is 
both interesting and convincing.

There are national enmities, born 
of wars that have come down 
through the years, but these would 
be softened by time under wise lead- 
ership. Instead of Europe’s leaders, 
as a whole, striving to that end, 
they do just the reverse. Animosi- 
ties are fanned and agreements with 
other nations, purportedly entered 
into to safeguard peace, are vio- 
lated at will. 

The example being set by 21 na- 
tions of the western hemisphere, 
now represented by delegates to 
the Pan-American meet in Buenos 
Aires, must be followed by the na- 
tions of Europe if their relations 
with each other are to become more 
‘friendly and understanding. But 
‘they must have a different kind of 
leadership before this good day can 
come. 


THE FARM TENANT PROBLEM 

There is little doubt that the eco- 
nomic status of the farm tenant and 
cropper will receive serious consid- 
eration at the coming Session of 
congress. 

The subject was brought to the 

attention of congress during the 
last session by introduction of the 
so-called Bankhead bill, cO-opera- 
tively sponsored by Representative 
Marvin Jones, of Texas, and Sena- 
tor John H. Bankhead, of Alabama, 
which called for a $1,000,000,000 
| government corporation to finance 
farm purchases by tenant farmers. 
‘It passed the senate, but died in 
the house agricultural committee, 
which, while agreeing with the 
Principles of the act, held that it 
was imperfect in its provisions and 
|Should be held up for careful con- 
| sideration and perfection. 
The revolt of tenants and share- 
‘croppers in Arkansas, fanned to 
fever heat by Socialist and Commu- 
| nist agitators, created such a critical 
Situation in agricultural activities of 
ithat state that Governor J. M. Futrell 
appointed a commission of 50 lead- 
jing citizens to study the problem 
and work out a program for state 
and federal action that would end 
all dangers from future radical. ac- 
| tivities in the rural sections of that 
|and other states. 

Outstanding in the report of this 
;committee was the recommendation 
|that the federal and state govern- 
| ments collaborate in making avail- 
‘able for purchase by tenants or 
'croppers lands sufficiently producd 
tive to permit the purchaser to pay 
|for them from his produce, over a 
‘long term and at low interest rates. 
|The commission proposed that lands 
‘used in such a homestead policy be 
dedicated for all. time as home- 
|Steads, subject to no incumberance 
jexcept as the federal government 
imight specify. Supervised credit 


prevent soil erosion and depletion, 
and legislation to prevent corpora- 
tions from purchasing lands -for 
farm purposes were suggested as 
|necessary complements of the pro- 


gram, and it was proposed that the |

The program suggested by the 
Arkansas commission fits in well 
'with the underlying principles of

ton, having been summoned by the 
President for consultation regarding 
legislative matters, and Senator 
Bankhead will arrive in the capital 


‘within a few days, in all probability | 


ito confer wtih the President's new 
i national committee on farm tenancy, 
i'which holds its initial meeting in 
Washington before congress opens 
its session in January. 

Senator Bankhead has announced 
he will reintroduce his bill, chang- 
ing the appropriation section so as 
to provide an annual $50,000,000 
_appropriation to be administered by 
the Agricultural Department in pro- 
moting farm ownership. through 
long-term, low-interest loans. ‘‘The 
tenant and cropper problem,” he 
holds, ‘‘goes to the very tap root 
of our permanent agricultural and 
,economic well-being. It is up to 
the congress to find a way to pro- 
mote farm ownership.” 

There are thousands of worth- 
while renters and tenants, and a 
smaller number of croppers, de- 
sirous of becoming farm owners, and

Start, coached along lines of suc- 
cess by capable advisers, and made 
to feel that they were on the road 
to independence and an asset to 
their communities.

The Resettlement Administration 
activities of the New Deal, which 
have been in operation in several 
sections of many states of the na- 
tion during the past year and a half, 


have been successful in their lim- 


| ited scope, and government agents 


in charge of these projects have 
‘had valuable experience in selecting 
the sort of farmers who are worthy 
of aid and eliminating those who 
will not try to help themselves. 
The problem has been growing 
for half a century and it cannot be 
torrected quickly; but its solution 
on a sound basis, with wise admin- 


will go far toward stabilizing agri- 
cultural conditions generally. 


CANADIAN-AMERICAN TRADE 

It requires time for the commer- 
cial possibilities opened up by the 
reduction of trade barriers to be 
fully utilized, but it has been suf- 
ficiently long since the enactment 
of the United States reciprocal 
trade treaty act, and the consum- 
mation of pacts with some 14 na- 
tions, to demonstrate the merit of 
the act in the development of 
world trade on a sound basis. 

Marked recovery in the trade 
with Canada, both outgoing and 
incoming, has taken place since 
the Canadian-American agreement 
came into operation on January 1, 
1936. Statistics for the last quar- 
ter of the year will not be avail- 
able until early next year, but com- 
pilations for the first nine months 
disclose that in that period Cana- 
dian imports from the United 
States amounted to $266,000,000, 


(an increase of $33,000,000 over 


|the corresponding period of last 
‘year. During the ‘same _ period 
| United States imports from Canada 
| were $262,000,000, an increase of 
$58,000,000 over the first nine 
‘months of 1935. 

This exchange of goods left the 
United States with a favorable bal- 
ance of trade of $4,000,000. The 
real benefit that results from the 


| 


| 


‘increase in trade between the two 
nations lies in.the fact that Cana- 
dian agriculture, commerce and 
industry were increased to the ex- 
tent of $33,000,000 during those 
nine months, while ours was in- 
creased $58,000,000. Thus $93,- 
000,000 was put into circulation 
to create work in factories, fields, 
offices and transportation as a re- 
sult of the agreement between the 
two countries, and the lowering of 
the restrictions that had been a 
hindrance to trade. 

Even larger benefits have result- 
ed from others of the trade pacts, 
Some of which have been in opera- 
tion since shortly after the act was 
passed. 

It is the hope of the United 
States government that at the pres- 
ent Pan-American conference in 
Buenos Aires Secretary of State 
Hull will be able to negotiate trade 
agreement pacts with several of the 
21 nations who have representa- 
tives at the conference. In selling 
our goods of all kinds in the Latin- 
American countries we come into 
sharp competition with Japan and

On the third anniversary of the 
repeal of the federal prohibition 
amendment government sources re- 
port that the per capita consump- 
tion of spiritous liquors has dropped 
to .56 of a gallon in 1936, while 


‘ithe head of a national anti-liquor 


Organization places the per capita 
consumption at .67 of a gallon— 
a difference of .11 of a gallon. 
Either quantity represents a marked 
reduction in consumption from the 
peak reached in the last years of 
the prohibition era. 

In states where distilled spirits 
are now legally sold under restric- 
tions of federal and state laws, 
liquor is now bought generally in 
|pints or quarts, few buying in case 
lots. Back in so-called prohibition 
| days, bottled goods was sold by the 
'case and “moonshine” in gallon and 
'five-gallon lots. The result has 
been less drinking in homes. 
this extent there has been a dis- 
itinct move toward temperance. 

The illicit distiller, racketeer 
“boss” bootlegger with his hun- 
idreds of retailing henchmen, and 
'the hijacking desperado ready to 
commit murder, are disappearing 
rapidly in states where the sale of 
‘liquor is legal, because a better 
|grade of liquor can be purchased 
‘openly and legally. The occupation 
of these lawbreakers is gone, as is 
that of the horde of smugglers who 
kept the coast guard busy on all sea 


‘fronts of the United States, and of- |

THE FARM TENANT PROBLEM 

There is little doubt that the eco- 
nomic status of the farm tenant and 
cropper will receive serious consid- 
eration at the coming session of 
congress. 

The subject was brought to the 
attention of congress during the 
last session by introduction of the 
so-called Bankhead bill, cO-opera- 
tively sponsored by Representative 
Marvin Jones, of Texas, and Sena- 
tor John H. Bankhead, of Alabama, 
which called for a $1,000,000,000 
| government corporation to finance 
ifarm purchases by tenant farmers. 
It passed the senate, but died in 
ithe house agricultural committee, 
‘which, while agreeing with the 
| principles of the act, held that it 
‘was imperfect in its provisions and 
| should be held up for careful con- 
| sideration and perfection.

mation of pacts with some 14 na- 
tions, to demonstrate the merit of 
the act in’ the development. of 
world trade on a sound basis. 

Marked recovery in the trade 
with Canada, both outgoing and 
incoming, has taken place since 
the Canadian-American agreement 
came into operation on January 1, 
1936. Statistics for the last quar- 
ter of the year will not. be avail- 
able until early next year, but com- 
pilations for the first nine months 


disclose that in that period Cana- 


dian imports from the United 
States amounted to $266,000,000, 
an increase of $33,000,000 over 
the corresponding period of last 
year. During the same _ period 
United States imports from Canada 
were $262,000,000, an increase of 
$58,000,000 over the first nine 
months of 1935. 

This exchange of goods left the 
United States with a favorable bal- 
ance of trade of $4,000,000. The 
real benefit that results from the 
increase in trade between the two 
nations lies in the fact that Cana- 
dian agriculture, commerce and 
industry were increased to the ex- 
tent of $33,000,000 during those 
nine months, while ours was in-

The truth is that when 
Jesus was born in Bethlehem, He 
found a world too small for Him to 
live in. His mission then, and in every 
succeeding generation, is to make & 
larger world. A world large enough 
for the expression of His 
God, and His idea of a God-man. 
Limiting Jesus. 

How difficult it has been for His 
followers to understand this. Early 
in the history of the Christian church, 
they began to mark the metes and 
bounds within which the Christian 
life was to be limited. They built 
houses for Jesus, and insisted that 
He could only reveal Himself within 
their rituals and ceremonies. They set 
aside a day and called it the “Lord's 
Day,” shutting Him out from the 
other “secular” days. Thus they at- 
tempted to limit His interests and ac 
tivities to a realm which they called 
“sacred.” They confined Him_ in 
creeds, and sought to make boundar- 
ies for Him by definitions. 

Indeed, so much of the story of 
church history, is the story of the 
effort to limit the life of Jesus to 
fixed ecclesiastical forms, aed to nar 
row theological conceptions, while the 
ever-expanding life of Jesus Is free- 
ing itself from these limitations, to 
find a fuller manifestation of His 
spirit in terms of human needs and 
aspirations. For no church which was 
ever built is large enough to contain 
Him, and no form of words ever writ- 
ten can comprehend Him. Genera- 
tion after generation, men have bur- 
ied Him in their temples, but He 
breaks the bonds of. ecclesiastical 
death, and comes forth in an ever- 
new regurrection into the life of the 
world. 

The Babe of Bethiehem. 

We can not do better at this Christ- 
mas time, than ask again, as if it 
were a new question—for indeed in the 
light of new knowledge and exper- 
ience, which comes with each gener- 
ation it is always a new question— 
who is this Jesus who was born in 
Bethlehem? Yes, He is the revelation 
of God in human terms. But at the 
same time He is the revelation of 
man in divine terms. He is the man 
who is worth more than a sheep. What 
a revelation that Would be to the 
world of today, if men would only 
see it. He is the man who is great- 
er than the Sabbath—so much great- 
er that He would fill all the other 
days of the week. He is the “little 
child” of such supreme value that it

He had a 
rain on June 23, the first since April. 
When I was there he had gathered 
1,800 pounds of seed cotton from this 
patch. 

Two factors rendered this possible. 
First the land was highly fertilized 
aml secondly he cultivated it well an 
late. Too many farmers gave up and fF 
quit work.

When I saw him he showed me? 
several bunches of celery that he was! 
selling, which was of as good quali-' 
ty as the Florida-grown celery. 

Mr. Myers thinks every Georgia. 
farmer who has a good spring of, 
branch on his farm should have an: 
irrigated garden. It would certainly: 
pay in two ways: In the addition of 
wholesome vegetables for the table’ 
and in having enough vegetables to: 
exchange for all needed sugar, coffee 
and the like. Mr. Myers has no trou- 
hie in selling his celery. 

The main thing is to develop some 
side lines to help out with the farm’ 
income. I was glad to see that Hart- 
well is still maintaining a cream sta- 
tion which handles 15 large cans of 
sour cream each week. ‘

Proposed Amendment. 


House bill No. 35 introduced at the 
Jast session and failing to reach a 
final vote in the house, though fa- 
vorably reported from the committee, 
provided for an amendment to the 
Georgia constitution setting up a uni- 
cameral legislature.

experts. Even businessmen themselves do not know when the next de- 
pression is coming. But the vote is nonetheless significant, because it 
shows that three years’ talk of “economic planning” and much legisla- 
tion to regulate banks, loan rates, margin trading, and to even up pro- 
duction and consumption, has not shaken the public out of its fatalistic 
belief in the business cycle of booms and depressions. Perhaps the vote 
also indicates a public appetite for more legislation to prevent future 
peaks and valleys in the cycle. 

Less than three weeks ago Walter Lippmann in his syndicated column 
wrote that although things are not out of hand yet, the present pros- 
perity must be “kept under the right kind of control” to prevent another 
crash, In rapid succession James M. Landis, of the SEC, and Jesse Jones, 
of the RFC, warned businessmen against excessive speculation, while Her- 
bert Hoover announced in a speech December 2 that the country was 
headed for another 1929 unless certain steps were taken.

EW YORK, Dec. 19.—Although there are now dry areas in 28 states, 
and although prohibitionists point to substantial increases in the 
number of localities voting dry last year, there is no widespread disposi- 
tion throughout the country to return to prohibition, according to a sur- 
vey of public opinion conducted by the American Institute on the third 
anniversary of repeal. 

At the time the repeal amendment was submitted to the states, 70% 
of the voters approved it. Today 67% of the voters reached in the Insti- 
tute’s survey want the wet regime to continue, This is a decline of less 
than 5 per cent in wet sentiment since 1933. 

But while the voters do not want to go back to prohibition, there fs 
considerable dissatisfaction with the way liquor traffic is being handled 
at present. Nearly four voters in every 10 reached in the survey said 
liquor regulations in their state were too lax. If this sentiment per- 
sists, and no action is taken, it may possibly form the nucleus for another 
dry movement, 

The Institute placed two questions concerning Ifquor on {ts ballots.

Where Dry Waves Begin. 

Such sentiment for a return to prohibition as exists is confined main- 
ly to those areas where history shows dry waves always begin—in the 
small towns and on the farms. Almost twice as many small towners as 
city voters reached in the survey said they wanted prohibition back again. 
This sentiment helps to explain why the chief gains of the dry forces 
have been made in the towns. 

Small-town residents and farmers reached in the survey were also 
more critical than any other group of the manner in which the liquor traf- 
fic is regulated. Approximately half of those polled said regulations were 
too lax in their state. Possibly that is why so many of them want pro- 
hibition back again. Or possibly it is the other way around—having 
Strong dry sentiments they think the present regulations are ineffective. 
In any case their opinion is quite different from that of urban residents, 
as the following table shows:—

considering that 40 points was all 
the opponents needed to go game. 
Two diamonds would have been a 
dangerous rebid, admittedly, but as 
a matter of fact, could not have 
been severely penalized. 

West opened the diamond ten, 
dummy covered and East correctly 
did likewise, that is, played the 
queen instead of the ce. The king 
won and the. diamond eight was 
promptly returned. East won with 
the nine and made the correct lead 
so far as the suit was concerned, but 
erred on the card. He led the nine 
of spades, which would also, I feel 
sure, be the selection of 99 players 
in every 100. But see what happen- 
ed on this lead! Declarer played 
the queen and West won with the 
king, returning the four spot (avoid- 
ing the deuce to confuse declarer's 
count of the suit). The ace won 
this trick and now declarer saw that 
if he ruffed his last diamond with 
dummy’s low trump he would be un- 
able to return to his own hand with- 
out surrendering a trick. 

So declarer adopted a different 
plan. He led a low trump to the 
king and back to his ace, then a 
third round which dropped the 
queen and jack together. East cash- 
ed.a diamond trick and led a fourth 
round which declarer ruffed. And 
now the unwiseness of East’s previ- 
ous nine of spades became apparent. 
Declarer, almost positive that the 


heart lay was unfavorable to his’ 


winning a trick by his own effort, 
led his seven of spades and, when 
West played low, finessed dummy’s 
eight spot. When it held, as every 
sign showed it would, the spade jack 
was cashed for the vital] trick. 

Had East broken the rule that dic- 
tates leading the top of a doubleton, 
choosing to lead the five of spades 
instead, declarer would have had to 
be clairvoyant to make his eventual 
spade finesse. After a lead by East 
of the spade five and a second round 
follow suit with the nine spot, de- 
clarer undoubtedly would have play- 
ed for a 3-3 spade break, rather 
than run the risk of losing an addi- 
tional trick if the finesse should 
lose.

Her husband had died three years 
later, leaving her an estate valued 
at about $5,000 and a small trust 
fund. She had becomes a_ée shoe 
model, said Mrs. Murphy, and at the 
time of her disappearance had been 
living in a bungalow at 19 Alpine 
road, Weymouth, just south of Bos- 
ton 


Mrs. Murphy stated that not only 
had she not seen her friend for sev- 
eral weeks, but that she had not 
seen Grayce’s sweetheart, John A. 
Lyons, who had been living in a 
rooming house on St. Botolph street 
in the Back Bay section of Boston. 
Lyons, a tall, good-looking man of 
38, had apparently disappeared at 
about the same time, she said. 

The person Mrs. Asquith had fear- 
ew, said Mrs. Murphy, was Oscar 
Bartolini, a former chef, who had 
become her handy man. She had 
lived in a state of dread for weeks, 
even going so far as to close up her 
bungalow to go to live with Mrs. 
Murphy in Boston. 

Mrs. Murphy had given this 
information officers hastened to the 


house in Weymouth, while others 
went after Bartolini.

Lyons,” she said. 

Her description of the visitor—a 
Stock man with a mustache and a 
long scar from cheek to cheek across 
the bridge of the nose—convinced 
the police that he had been Bar- 
tolini. 

A reward of $500 was offered for 
the finding of the disabled veteran, 
dead or alive, and the police concen- 
trated their efforts upon building up 
& case against Bartolini. Just what 
that case is we shall enumerate 
presently in detail. 

After he had been in custody for 
six days, the suspect’s counsel mov- 
ed in the federal court of Boston 
for his immediate release, but Judge 
Hugh D. McLellan postponed action 
until October 30. 

Then—another discovery. 

On October 24, Patrolmen Daniel 
Doyle and Frederick Collins, of the 
Boston harbor police, were patroling 
the waterfront in a police boat when 
they spied a barrel slowly rolling in 
the eddy at Liverpool and Edison 
wharfs, near the foot of the Con- 
gress Street bridge, back of the 
South station. They examined it and 
found it empty, and had started to 
move away when they noticed a par- 
cel floating in the water just below 
the surface. 

It was mud-stained and barely 


discernible in the turbid channel 
water. A string trailed into the 
depths. 


Officer Doyle dipped a boathook 
into the water and gave the parcel 
a prod. The stained wrapping fell 
away, the string sank, and a portion 


of stained linen toweling was re- 
vealed. Doyle grabbed a peach bas- 
ket, which was in the boat, and dip- 
ped it into the water. At that the 
soiled wrapping fell.away, and the 
head of a woman was exposed. © 

It was the head of Grayce As- 
quith, and it had been wrapped in 
@& green curtain similar to the one 
found around the left leg,

Medical Examiner Brickley report- 
ed that the skull had been fractur- 
7 n the right side, extending from 

right temple to the top of the 
head. Mrs. Asquith had been struck 
several times, he said, causing a Y- 
shaped formation of smaller frac- 
tures and many scalp wounds. 

“The head was cut off by a per- 
son of more than _ ordinary 
strength,” he declared. “It was sev- 
ered with big strokes by means of a 
heavy knife with a very keen edge— 
probably the same instrument used 
in dismembering the legs. The neck 
bones were taken apart at a joint 
from three to four inches below the 
base of the skull, or at a position in 
the middle of the neck.” 

Came the 30th of October, and 
Judge McLellan sent word that he 


Lt 


was ready to render his decision on 
Bartolini’s petition. At the same 
time a special grand jury, moving 
quickly to prevent the prisoner’s re- 
lease, indicted him for murder, 

Among the witnesses who testified 
before the jury were Joseph Walker, 
state chemist; Frank Stratton, offi- 
cial chemist for the Boston police 
department; Dr. Brickley; Dr. Sam- 
uel Lerner, of Quincy, state detec- 
tives, and close friends and neigh- 
bors of the slain woman. 

Through these witnesses the state 
disclosed for the first time the chain 
of circumstances welded about the 
accused man. 

Summarized chronologically, 
state contends that: 

Mrs. Asquith was Lyons’ sweet- 
heart. The pair were planning to be 
married. 

Bartolini was handy man around 
the Asquith house, friendly with his 
employer and to all outward appear- 
ances friendly with Lyons. 

On August 17, a month before the 
murder, Lyons went to Windham, 
N. H., on a vacation trip with his sis- 
ters. Mrs. Asquith was left alone in 
her home in Weymouth. 

On August 18, Bartolini broke into 


the 


her cottage by climbing up through 
the trapdoor from the basement ga- 
rage into the cottage. He discon- 
nected the fuses in the cottage, dis- 
robed, entered Mrs. Asquith’s bed- 
room where she lIay asleep and 
raped her. Police say he has admit- 
ted forcing entrance into the cot- 
tage and going into Mrs. Asquith’s 
bedroom but denies attacking her, 
In the struggle the woman suffered 
a black eye and injuries to her arms 
and legs. 

On August 19, Mrs. Asquith re- 
ported the attack to her attorney, 
George Locus, of 1874 Common- 
wealth avenue, Boston. He prepared 
to bring charges against Bartolinl, 
but Mrs. Asquith wished to avoid 
publicity, and nothing was done,

HERE are screen 

stars who could 
thrill an audience of the blind. Myrna 
Loy cou!d do it; Ann Harding could do 
it; Helen Hayes could do it. Through a 
happy combination of nature and train- 
ing, they have voices which soothe the 
weary nerves of man and send a tickle 


up and down the spine. 
larynx appeal. 

True, these actresses have other quali- 
ties which make. them stars. Helen 
Hayes is a great dramatic actress. Ann 
Harding is one of the most beautiful 
women the screen has ever known. And 
there is something about Myrna Loy, 
whether she is talking or not, which 
makes octogenarians wish they were 60 
again. 

But there are others, stars today, who 
might easily be milling in mob scenes 
if it weren’t for sound. The secret of 
their success lies in the little track 
which runs along one edge of the film. 
It is a secret which Rudy Vallee re- 
vealed frankly on an occasion several 
years ago when a newspaperman asked 
him, in mock seriousness: 


“To what do you attribute your suc- 
cess, Mr. Vallee?” 


Vallee took the question seriously and 
explained that he deliberately put as 
much intimacy in his radio voice as he 
could. When a million women tuned 
in his program, he gave each one a 
feeling that this insidious, invisible voice 
was cooing sweet somethings into her 
ears alone. 


They have 


Ir IS not a big jump 
from Rudy Vallee to Bing Crosby, and 
Bing is one of the subjects of this dis- 
sertation. When Bing first brought his 
dulcet crooning to the screen, skeptics 
waved aside his great popularity as a 
temporary freak of fancy. He was 
no great shakes as an actor,. they said, 
and he agreed with them, in fact, he 
says that he is no actor at all. They 
also said that he was only ordinarily 
good looking, and he agreed with them 
again. 

But in spite of himself and the skep- 
tics, five years later he is still big stuff 
at the boxoffice; his current picture, 
Columbia’s “Pennies from Heaven,” is 
doing all right. 

Or take the case of a girl who in a 
year or so has become one of the most 
popular actresses on the screen. She 
has a certain blond beauty comparable 
to many girls in Hollywood and enough 
dramatic ability t keep her in acting 
jobs. But these things would not have 
made her a star? Being a good actress 
is not enough on the screen. At one 
time, after kicking around in two-reel 
comedies, she left Hollywood in disgust 
and tried the stage. When she returned 
she created no more than passing 
interest. 

Then, out of experience and training 
there came a new quality—a husky, 
voluptuous voice. The girl became im- 
portant, in “The Ex-Mrs. Bradford,” 
“Mr. Deeds Goes to Town” and now in 
“The Plainsman.” Her name—Jean 
Arthur—is beginning to mean something 
on a theater marquee. 

And the answer is voice—a voice with 
“thrill appeal.” 


A norHer case 
comes from radio. Bill Goodwin, a 
young Los Angeles announcer, was 
handling unimportant local programs 
until George Burns and Gracie Allen re- 
turned to‘the Coast and sought an an- 
nouncer for their program. Goodwin 
got the job, and now he gets hundreds 
of -an letters every week trom girls 
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who have never seen him but have suc- 
cumbed to the charms of the voice he 
uses to tell what swell pancakes a cer- 
‘tain brand of flour will make. It’s an- 
other case of a larynx that does things 
to you. 


And now we go scientific. There are 
simple reasons wky Bing Crosby, whose 
voice is not at all likely to get him into 
grand opera, can still quicken a fair 
maiden’s pulse when he talks or sings; 
why Jean Arthur can make you think 
of soft lights and sweet music just by 
saying “Ah”; why Bill Goodwin sells so 
many pancakes. 


On each of the photographs repro- 
duced herewith is a white streak which 
looks like the drawings in a biology text 
—the chapter on vertebrates. Those 
streaks are pictures of the Arthur- 
Crosby-Goodwin voices saying: “1 love 
you, darling.” They are—ah, me—a rec- 
ord of vibrations; and that brings us to 
science. 


Says Dr. Arnold 
H. Wagner, professor of music and psy- 


chology at the University of Southern 
California: 


“The vibration patterns of such voices 
as those of Jean Arthur, Bing Crosby 
and Bill Goodwin are, in acoustical 
terms, in synchronization with most 
people’s auditory receiving apparatus.” 

Simple? Of course it is. The pro- 
fessor continues: 


“The theory and power of vibrations 
has been understood by scientists for 
many years, and the public’s apprecia- 
tion of this phase of science has widened 
since the introduction of radio, the 
transmission of photographs by wire 
and other such phenomena. But the 
effect of sound upon the human system, 
while experienced by us all, is still a 
mystery to many. 

“The fact is, we.live by vibrations. We 
reach our highest point of exaltation 
when we are in tune with certain vibra- 
tions. Other vibrations have a decidedly 
depressing effect. I[t is only naturai to 
deduce, therefore, that.the voice of Jean 
Arthur carries the vibrations that thrill 
the great majority of us. There are 
some whose auditory nerves might be 
affected otherwise by Miss Arthur’s 
voice, but in view of her popularity 
these must be greatly in the minority. 

“Probably onc of the simplest illustra- 
tions uf this voice-to-ear synchronization 
is your radio. When the instrument is 
perfectly attunea to a certai: wave 
length, the sound is full and clear. But 
the minute the machine is out of syn- 
chronization, the radio emits a congiom- 
eration of distorted soundr that are 
nerve-wracking. Your cadio set : a 
mechanical ea. which has the power of 
selectivity and ability to near at great 
distances. In perfect synchronization it 
is a thing of sound beauty; out of syn- 
chronization it is bedlam. And so it is 
with the human voice as it is received 
by our auditory rmiechanisms.” 


Yes indeed, Pro- 
fessor, continue. He continues: 

“Specifically, tone quality or timbre 
depends upon the number and relative 
importance of overtones. Rich voices 
and musica! tones are complex. Simple 
tones—-those without overtones—are in- 
sipid and uninteresting. 

“Bing Crosby's voice contains many 
overtones. These are reinforced or am- 
plified by a series of selective reson- 
ators or partly open vavities which 
nature has provided him—the mouth, 
the throat, the larynx. 

“Recent scientific studies show that 
the throat is the most important reso-

nance cavity. Speaking voices like those 
of Crosby, Miss Arthur, Claudette Col- 
bert and Goodwin are examples of voices 
rich in throat resonance. 

“Another cause for the emotional ap- 
peal in Crosby’s voice is a regular, well 
controlled vibratg. This is the heart 
throb in his singing.” (It also explains 
why Crosby’s sound trac is wider than 
the others.) 


T wank you, Pro- 
fessor. And now we go to John Liva- 
dary, chief sound engineer at Columbia, 
for the rest of our lesson. Mr. Livadary 
has a frequency analyzer which tells him 
exactly the range of a player's vocal 
vibrations. And with it he finds that 
these voices which thrill are within the 
“vital range’ which assures perfect 
recording. 

On every picture set is a booth where 
the sound technician works. In addi- 
tion to listening for unwanted sounds 
such as squeaking shoes or the snores 
of an actor who has fallen asleep wait- 


ing for his next scene, the sound man 
watches a dial which tel!s him how 
voices are recording. 

The marker on the dial is a bund of 
light. If the voice being recorded ts 


good for sound, the band remains fairly 
constant in the middle of the dial. But 
if the light starts jumping around like 
the speedometer needle on a car driven 
by a man with St. Vitus ‘dance, the 
sound man has a job on his hands. He 
can, by manipulating his complicated 
recording apparatus, Keep a wandering 
voice on the sound track, but he gets 
headaches doing it. He would rather 
work with players whose voices stay 
where they belong. However, according 
to Livadary, he seldom does. 


“There are only a few actors whose 
voices are confined to this vital range,” 
Livadary says. “Beside Crosby and 
Miss Arthur, the only others i think of 
at the moment are William Powell and 
Clive Brook. 

“The development of sound technique 


' has stretched the recording range from 


a limit of 4,000 to 10,000 cycles, but the 
best recording range extends from 60 
to 4,000. Miss Arthur's natural voice 
range is between 200 and 4,000 cycles. 
Crosby’s natural range is between 80 
and 3,00 cycles.” 

5o there you have it—-just a matter 
of vibrations and cycles and overtones. 

Put Elinor Glyn had a pretty good 
word for it, too. :

They even induced her 
to go to Europe and she sang in many 
concert halls on the Continent. But 
when she was told she would have to 
pay for the privilege of singing in one 
of the leading old worldeopera houses, 
she took the first boat for home. 


Back to making records she went. 
When that company became radio-mind- 
ed, she was one of their first ether ori- 
oles. Arthur Judson placed her under 
his management. Scarcely a month 
passed in which she wasn’t asked to 
guest-star on important programs. 


‘Ten of a certain 
midnight, her phone rang and what at 
first seemed like a marvelous opportun- 
ity only to turn into a distinct handi- 
cap wakened her from a sound sleep. 
After prolonged discussion, a manufac- 
turer had decided to star her in a series 
of radio programs. Only, her own name 
wouldn’t do. They not only wanted her 
exclusive services, but she also had to 
use the name Olive Palmer. 


The contract was attractive, so she 
agreed. She appeared on the program 
for several years. During this period, 
the name Olive Palmer got to be a 
household word throughout the Nation 
and Virginia Rea dropped completely 
from sight.

closely associated with her 
previous sponsor. And as 
for the name Virginia 
Rea, well, in an industry that 
moves by split seconds memo- 
ries are notoriously short. No 
one seemed to remember her 
previous triumphs. 

Did that dishearten Vir- 
ginia? It did not. She had 
sublime confidence in her voice, 
now richly mellowed by train- 
ing and use. She went back 
to making phonograph records, 
confident that somewhere, 
some place, someone had a 
program for her. 

And again it happened. A 
prospective sponsor heard one 
of her records and again bells 
began to ring, ringing in good 
news for Virginia Rea. That’s 
how she got her present pro- 
gram, on which she has start- 
ed her second year. One lesson 
she has learned and that is 
never again to let a fat salary 
persuade her to use a name 
other than. her own. There’s 
too long a wait between bell- 
ringing when the public for- 
gets you. 


For an exclusive 


artist who broadcasts but once 
a week, she is a hard worker. 
She takes a lesson practically 
every day and learns new songs 
in order to vary the fare on 
her present series. She doesn’t 
like big parties or so-called 
night life. Doesn’t drink or 
smoke but doesn’t criticize 
those who do.

Y THE beard of the 


B prophet, these gen- 


tlemen of the films are pretty wonderful. They can 
grow a full mustache or a set of scraggly whiskers over 
any week-end, merely by letting the California climate 
take its course, without benefit of Gillette and his ilk. 

At the present moment, the Hollywood fashion in 
mustaches is a fledgling sort of thing, with only a thin 
line of hair between it and the shell. In fact, right 
now, it is little more than a peep, but any day these 
heroes of the silver sheet may leap forth, fully capari- 
soned in flowing whiskers like a Russian peasant, a 
Forty-niner or a bristly Saracen. 

It is interesting to learn there are young ladies 
left in the world who believe in that old saw: “A kiss 
without a mustache is like an egg without salt.” [If 
you don’t believe it, observe the following fan letter, 
written to Errol Flynn: 

“Dear Mr. Flynn: I have always thought you very 
handsome. But since I saw you in ‘The Charge of the 
Light Brigade’ I think you are without doubt the 
handsomest man on the screen. That mustache you 
wear is certainly the cutest thing, and just what you 
needed to accent your extraordinary good looks.” 


Or THIS one, which 
objects to the thin line and advises as follows, without 
salutation or preamble: 

' “Where do you get the idea that the misplaced eye- 
brow you are how wearing on your upper lip is, by any 
ptretch of the imagination, a mustache? Mr. Flynn, I 
like you; you’re a handsome guy and a swell actor. 
But, believe me, you have disfigured yourself with that 
thing on your upper lip, which does nothing for you 
except make your face look dirty. 


“If you must have a mustache, grow one as is a 
mustache. Do it right. Go the whole hog and culiti- 
vate one of noble proportions like my great-grand- 
father wore. I am enclosing his picture which has 
been in the family for 60 years, so you may be prop- 
erly guided as to what is a mustache—man’s size and 
man’s style. 

“I hope the next time I see you on the screen, you 
will either have a clean face, or, if you must decorate 
that upper lip, you will wear something like the 
attached photograph—something a gal will know is 
there when a man kisses her.” 

The photograph enclosed with this letter shows the 
valiant features of a venerable gentleman, with a 
mustache, known 40 or 50 years ago as the “handle 
bar” or “soup strainer” variety. It waved and swooped 
down on either side of his face like a pair of hair 

Some people went so far as to cal] them 
“weepers.”’ 


In THE early days of 
Hollywood a villain was known by his mustache. 
Heavies wore them black and devastating, grim and 
waxed or like an inverted V, when they wished to be 
particularly suave in their wickedness. Heroes and 
leading men never wore them, or practically never. 
Can you imagine a Herbert Rawlinson, Wallace Reid, 
Maurice Costello, Francis X. Bushman, Bert Lytell, 
Harrison Ford, Ramon Novarro, Rod La Rocque or 
Jack Mulhall done up in beards or mustaches? Today 
a heavy may or may not wear a mustache, as he sees 
fit, and practically two-thirds of the leading men have 
taken them up. 

When Charlie Chaplin originated his tramp char- 
acterization, the tiny brush of a mustache was one of 
his chief props. Off screen he looks nothing like the 
tremulous little fellow with the big shoes, baggy 
trousers and short cane. Hitler wears an exact replica 
of the Chaplin mustache, but he wouldn’t recognize 
Charlie, out of character, if he met him in his cereal. 
Mussolini likes to give the proletariat a squint at his 
powerful chin, which is unshaven, but there is some- 
thing of the uncertain little tramp, with his inferiority 
complex, about Hitler. 

Adolphe Menjou has always worn a mustache and 
it is impossible to think of him without it. Rather 
scraggly over his upper lip, it twists into two sharp 
points at either end and gives him either a sad ex- 
pression or a humorous one, depending on what he 
does with his eyes. 


Ricxr now Clark Gable 
is having a time about wearing a black and bushy 
beard for his characterization of Charles Stewart 
Parnell. In a huddle with John M. Stahl, who demands 
accuracy in the portrayal, Gable is trying to squirm 
out of the whiskers, which he says always “‘itch like 
the dickens.” He is trying to compromise on side- 
burns, but knowing Stahl, he will come forth in fuli 
beard unless I’m mistaken. 

When Gable appeared as Fletcher Christian in 
“Mutiny on the Bounty,” he had to shave off his mus- 
tache. He fussed about that, too, for he has worn one 
ever since his advent into pictures. 

“T'll look like a sap,” he told Director Frank Lloyd, 
who went right ahead supervising the shaving. His 
amooth upper lip made a great hit with the ladies, 
heaven defend them, but he is just as popular now, 
with his mustache back in proper position. 

How 
could he leok devilish, debonair and delightful without

A GAINST the back- 
ground of the 
suave music provided by his Royal 
Canadians, with brother Carmen tem- 
porarily substituting as orchestra 
leader, handsome Guy Lombardo dis- 
cussed the question: 

“What makes a song hit?” 

The setting was the luxurious grill 
room at New York’s Roosevelt Hotel. 
The hour was early evening. And the 
song of the moment was Carmen’s 
latest—already on its way to the nit 
class—*‘The Goose Hangs High.” 

“Briefly,”. said Guy, “the qualities 
may be summarized as simplicity, senti- 
ment, infectious rhythm and lyrics 
which everyone can understand.” 

Secure in his position as radio’s num- 
ber one song-picker—he introduced 80 
per cent of all best-sellers in the country 
during the past six months—the Cana- 
dian music-man was willing to reveal 
interesting behind-the-scenes stories and 
methods.

Germnc the songs 
is the easiest part of our job,” he con- 
fided. ““‘We don’t have to look for them. 
They're handed to us, literally by the 
hundreds. Song-writers, music-publish- 
ing men and pluggers camp on our door- 
step, begging us to take their products. 
Since the material we use is clcsely 
identified with our band, the problem 
of selection is all-important. 

“After a number of years in the busi- 
ness, one gets to the point where he 
can spot a’hit the instant he hears it 
played. Partly, this is a question of 
judgment, and partly it’s experience. 
But nobody. can be a hundred per cent 
right. Sometimes we make mistakes.” 

Lombardo paused a minute, then 
threw back his head and taughed. In 
response to a look of inquiry, he added: 

“That’s why Carmen has 12 hats!” 

It seems that last summer, when the 
Canadians were playing at the Palmer 
House in Chicago, a publisher sent two 
songs, “Did I Remember?” and “When 
Did You Leave Heaven?” 

“Did I Remember?’ will be a hit,” 
he wrote. “But the other isn’t important. 
I just thought you might want it for 
your music library.” 

Guy agreed with this verdict, and so 
did the other members of the band. All 
except Carmen, that is. He_ insisted 
“When Did You Leave Heaven?” was 
slated for the top. And to back up his 
argument, he bet a hat he was right. 
Every man in the orchestra, including 
Guy, took the wager. 

A few weeks ago “When Did You 
Leave Heaven?” became one of the 
great hits in recent years. And a Fifth 
Avenue hatter’s truck drove up to Car- 
men's apartment with 12 packages— 
all addressed to one “C. Lombardo.” 

“Trouble is,” grinned Guy, “Carmen 
doesn’t know what to do with the 
12 hats now that he’s got them!” 


Tue publishers, 
Lombardo went on to explain, give the 
Royai Canadians exclusive playing 
rights for a period of four or five weeks, 
after which the songs are released to 
other orchestras. Meanwhile, the boys 
from London, Ont., have pecome identi- 
fied with the selections—and their suc- 
cess. 

Among the hits that Guy introduced 
and made popular are “Lullaby of the 
Leaves,” “Too Many Tears,” “You're 
Driving Me Crazy,” “Sweet and Lovely,” 
“Amnie Doesn't Live Here Any More,’ 
“Sweethearts on Parade” and “Co- 
quette.” 

The last two were created by the 
versatile Carmen. An interesting fact 
in this connection is that the song- 
writing Lombardo often has trouble get- 
ting Guy to listen to his compositions. 
Brother or no brother, the band ieader 
refuses to show partiality. The songs 
have to stand on their own. 

“The Goose Hangs High,” for in- 
stance, was brought to Guy's attention 
by a clever little subterfuge. Carmen 


gave a lead sheet to Buldy Clark, 
WABC crooner, who sang the tune 
while Guy listened in. [he interence 


was that it had been written by anotnel 
composer. Guy liked the song, scheduled 
it and played it. Not until after the 
broadcast did he: learn that the writer 
was his younger brother. 
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| N general, we 
avoid being the first to play songs out 
of a big musical comedy—‘production 
numbers’ we call them,” continued Lom- 
bardo, absently toying with the silver- 
ware 


“They’re likely to be too sophisticated 
for nation-wide appeal. Few of them 
become great hits. They can’t compare 
in popularity with such songs as ‘When 
the Moon Comes Over the Mountain’ 
and ‘Wagon Wheels.’ 

“We don’t want to give the radio pub- 
lic music lessons, you know. We don’t 
want to make our music hard to listen 
to. If an unfamiliar song is too tricky 
and involved to be appreciated at first 
sight so to speak, it’s not our place to 
educate the audience to it.” 

Songs from motion pictures, on the 
other hand, are considered excellent 
material. Hollywood songwriters aim 
their products at people al] over the 
country—of every race and creed. rhe 
movies go into every small town and 
hamlet, in addition to the big cities, 
from coast to coast. 

“Of course, we have a choice of these 
too,” said Guy. “Before ‘Follow the 
Fleet’ was released, for instance, Irving 
Berlin's representatives brought us 
seven songs from that picture. We chose 
‘But Where Are You?’ and ‘I'm Putting 
All My Eggs in One Basket’ as the two 
best bets.\ The only thing wrong was 
the order/ir which they were named. 
The sec6nd topped the first, though we 
had figuye it the other way around.” 


HE conversation 
was temporarily interrupted when a 
dancing couple stopped at the table to 


shake hands with the dark-haired 
leader and compliment him on his 
music. 


“That means,” he smiled, “that they

like the songs we're playing tonight. 
I’ve made quite a study of musical 
tastes, at the Roosevelt — this is my 
sixth year here, you know—and I notice 
that they vary, both by the clock and 
the calendar.” 

From Monday through Thursday, he 
went on to explain, the day of the week 
is less responsible than the hour of the 
night for choosing his repertoire. For 
the bulk of his patronage is drawn from 
the joy-seeking out-of-towner, the Man- 
hattanite who likes a dance with nis 
dinner, the dignified Social Registerite 
and a sprinkling of youthful Lombardo 
fans. 

For the dinner crowd, Guy plays 
songs like “Vilia,” “Lady of the Eve- 
ning” and “Rose of Washington Square” 
—good old standbys, perenially in de- 
mand. For the after-theater crowd, his 
music grows more sophisticated, featur- 
ing smart arrangements of strictly 
topical airs like “A Fine Romance” and 
“Until the Real Thing Comes Along.” 

Then come the midnight-to-closing 
crowds, mostly visitors to the big city, 
who want things like “Bye, Bye Baby” 
and “The Way You Look Tonight.” 

The week-end brings still a different 
coterie to the Roosevelt Crill. Friday 
evenings, there’s an influx of collegians 
with co-ed companions, and the Satur- 
day crowds are a heterogeneous group. 
The Canadians are kept busy with tor- 
rid arrangements of “Organ Grinder’s 
Swing” and “I’m an Old Cowhand.” 

With Joe College back at his text- 
books, Sunday evening is patterned to 
the tastes of the young society crowd. 
They like more subtle rhythm—tempo 
with tang — such as “When a Lady 
Meets a Gentleman Down South.” 


Guy’s radio prograins, heard Sun- 
day’s at 5:30 p. m., EST, over the CBS 
network, present still another problem, 
he revealed. In the current series the 
leader has to be careful to keep the 
music consistent’ with the Sunday at- 
mosphere. Songs like “St. Louis Blues,” 
for instance, are automatically barred. 


Goy has a wealth 


of colorful anecdotes about how songs 
came to be written. 

There was the time when Walter 
Donaldson had the inspiration for one 
of the most appealing popular songs 
ever presented to the public. Donaldson 
was on his way to visit a friend in 
Chicago. He bought a tiny music box 
for a youngster in the family, and when 
the lid was opened it tinkled a little 
semblance of a tune that attracted 
Donaldson’s attention. That night he 
sat down and composed a song, based 
on the music box sounds. It was called 
“My Buddy.” 

Isham Jones’ hit, “That’s a Dream 
Come True,” was the result of a spon- 
taneous exclamation he uttered at a 
baseball game, wken the home team 
batter knocked out a two-bagger to 
drive in the winning run. 

“Remember ‘Annie Doesn’t Live Here 
Any More’?” queried Lombardo. 
“There's a story in that one, too. [he 
song was sent to me in Chicago solely 
as a gag on the part of the writer. 
Well, frankly, I didn’t know whether it 
was intended to be taken seriously, of 
Was meant to be funny. But I liked it, 
and played it.” | 

“Of all the songs you have played in 
your career, which one do you per- 
sonally like best?” 

The response was imme‘liate. 


“My signature’ song,” said Guy

“Rainbow on the River,” Sol Les- 
ser production for R.-K.-O.-Radio re- 
lease, is like a recital of best loved 
songs played by a virtuoso on a pipe 
organ with the tremolo stop out all 
the way. Anybody who hasn't a 
heart as hard, say, as that of a 
movie reviewer, can't help but be 
moved. 

The picture, taken from a novel, 
“Toinette’s Philip,” by Mrs. C. V. 
Jamison, is a musical] version of 
“Little Lord Fauntleroy.” Fauntle- 
roy becomes a boy tenor whose par- 
ents were killed in the War Between 
the States. Dearest becomes a 
mammy who has brought up the boy 
since the death of his parents, her 
former marster and mist’ess. The 
crotchety titled grandfather becomes 
a crotchety grandmother, a weaiihy 
New York aristocrat. The impos:er 
who tried to steal Fauntlerov’s birth 
right becomes a brat-ish niece of the 
old lady, with a scheming and un- 
plesaant mother. And there ts the 
kind-hearted servant who pefriends 
the boy in darkest hours of need 

The boy is sent to New York from 
his New Orleans home whet a priest 
dicsovers his ancestry. The vranda 
mother doesn't want him at first 
but his winning wavs soften ner 
heart and she finally sides with him 
against the relatives who are trying 
to put him in an orphanage. She 
goes to New Orleans with him to 
verify his name. They arrive ‘ust 
in time for sight of the boy to put 
heart in his old Mammy and Save 
her from grieving herself into an 
untimely grave, and everybody poes 
back north to the tune of the creme 
song. 

All this is tried and truc, frank, 
infallible, unadulterated. tear. jer«- 
ing hokum: the producer tor no 
chances by introducing novel notes. 
But it is hokum for the most part 


“Golddiggers of 1937” 


Traditional musical extrava- 
ganza with more entertainment 
and less extravaganza than usual 
Recommended. Warner Bros. 
The chief difference between 

“Golddiggers of 1937” and the “Gold- 
diggers” of other years is that the 
current issue is blessed with an en- 
tertaining story which gives the pic- 
ture a coherence and continuity 
which these productions often lack. 
There are, of course, the songs, the 
dances and girly-girl numbers, but 
there is enough else to entertain 
those who are unmoved by songs, 
dances and chorus dames. 

The picture was adapted from 
Richard Maibum’s_ stage play, 
“Sweet Mystery of Life,” which 
Warner Bros. backed in New York, 
and deals with the adventures of a 
song-singing insurance agent who 
writes a million-dollar policy on the 
life & an aging and complaining 
theatrical producer. 

The producer’s partners engineer 
the policy, thinking that they can 
talk him into his grave, collect the 
insurance and thus cover stock mar- 
ket losses which have brought the 
company to the verge of insolvency. 
But the insurance agent, who is de- 
pending on the commissions from 
the policy to keep him in love in a 
cottage, is just as intent on keeping 
the old man alive. He is aided by 
a pair of chorus girls, one of whom 
he wants to marry, the other of 
whom is engaged by the crooked 
partners to lead the old boy to his 
grave by way of night clubs; she is 
too soft-hearted to carry out the 
plot and eventually, when the pro- 
ducer has thrown away his pill 
boxes and taken up ping-pong and 
leap-frog, she marries him. And 
everybody (except the crooks) is 
happy when the insurance agent 
and his gang turn cut a stage show 
which makes the producer rich 
again. 

It may not be the most novel plot 


“in the world, but it is a relief from 


the chorus-girl-who-makes-good idea. 
And it is both lavishly produced and 
capably performed. 

Dick Powell, as the insurance 
agent, sings several songs engagingly 
and, what’s more, gives a breezy and 
entertaining performance in the 
non-musical parts of his role. Joan 
Blondell (Mrs. Dick Powell) is the 
girl he wants to marry, and there is 
a conviction in her performance 
which makes it appear that it must 
be love. 

Even more entertaining are 
Glenda Farrell and Victor Moore, 
she as the golddigger who turns 
soft, he as the doddering and inef- 
fectual producer. Moore has a spon- 
taneous comedy which is funny no 
matter what he does. Recently 1 
watched him working in another pic- 
ture and the rest of the cast had 
difficulty keeping straight faces long 


— a oe — 


beautifully stared. Both cast and 
production are excellent. 

The star is Bobby Breen, a male 
Shirley Temple who is already well 
known to radio audiences. In spite 
of the fact that the Irish in him 
leaks through his attempts at south- 
ern dialect, he is effective and ap- 
pealing. And he sings nine songs, 
ranging from the modern theme 
song, “Rainbow on the River” to 
“Ave Maria’ and “Holy, Holy, Holy,” 
and including three Stephen Foster 
pieces, “Swannee River,” “Ring. 
Ring de Banjo” and “The Camp- 
town Races.” 

May Robson as the grandmother 
gives as fine a performance as I 
have seen her do on the screen. 
Henry O'Neill, the Father Xavier of 
“Anthony Adverse,” is again cast as 
a priest. and dominates some of the 
earlier scenes. Charles Butterworth 
has some excellent scenes as the 
butler who befriends the boy. 

Marilyn Knowlden, as the brat, 
proves that she is a fine little ac- 
tress; Benita Hume is excellently 
unpleasant as her mother, and Alan 
Mowbray is the father. 

Louise Beavers appears as Mammy 
and Eddie Anderson (the Noan of 
“The Green Pastures’) gives the pic- 
ture a spot of humor. 

Betty Blythe, a star of silent films, 
has a bit as a woman who buys 
flowers from Breen. 

The Hall Johnson choir and St. 
Luke's choristers add to the music 
of the film, 


enough for the scene to be snot; the 
director had to make half a dozen 
takes before he got one in which 
nobody laughed. 

Lee Dixon, a Brooklyn lad who 
dances his shoes off, is one of the 
hits of the show, and Rosalind Mar- 
quis, former night club singer, also 
scores. Among the supporting play- 
ers, Osgood Perkins is outstanding 
as one of the crooked partners. 

The music, by Warren and Dubin 
and by Harold Arlen and E. Y. 
Harburg, is reasonably catchy. Most 
notable is the finale number, “All’s 
Fair in Love and War.” 

The finale is, as usual, one of the 
extravagant Busby Berkeley ensem- 
bles. To me these numbers are tedi- 
ous. They remind me of nothing in 
the world hut a class of Y. W. C. A. 
bloomer girls going through a wand 
drill—but .without the bloomers. 
What interest the number has lies 
in its use of trick photography. 

But despite the fact’ that the fi- 
nale is too big, too long and too dull, 
the picture is an unusual piece of en- 
tertainment of its kind.

That day, however, fearing anoth 
er attack from Bartolini, she went to 
Mrs. Murphy’s home and remained 
there in preference to staying alone 
at the Weymouth cottage. She did 
not tell Mrs: Murphy of the attack 
at the time and was unable to con- 
tact Lyons. 


On September 1, Lyons returned 
from his vacation and went to the 
Weymouth bungalow but found the 
place locked up. He did not get in 
touch with Mrs. Asquith again until 
September 9, when he learned that 
she was stopping with the Murphy 
family. 

On September 9, Lyons borrowed 
IMs sister’s automobile, drove to the 
Murphy home, and took Mrs. As- 
quith back to Weymouth. Mrs. Mur- 


phy accompanied them. Because of © 


the latter's presence, according to 
the police, Mrs. Asquith was unable 
to be alone with Lyons long enough 
to tell him of the attack.

That night an engineer officer on 
a steamship, which had just arrived 
in Boston, called for Lyons at his 
Back Bay home, and he _ learned 
that he had gone to spend the week- 
end at the Asquith cottage. He con 
tacted Lyons there and was invited 
to come to Weymouth for the week- 
end. This he did. Mrs. Asquith still 
had not mentioned the attack to her 
sweetheart. 

On September 13, Lyons told Mrs. 
Asquith that he had to make a trip 
to Lowell and that he would be gone 
two or three days. She asked him to 
have a bolt put on her bedroom 
door, but did not mention her fear 
or the reason for wanting her bea- 
room door barred. Nor did she say 
anything to him of the attack, ac 
cording to the police. The following 
day this bolt was put on the bed- 
room door. 

On September 14, Lyons left the 
cottage for Lowell. On the same day 
Bartolini was hurt in an automobile 
accident in which his machine was 
wrecked. He received treatment 
from Dr. Lerner. 

On September 16, with Lyons still 
away, Bartolini borrowed a bicycle 
and rode to the Asquith cottage in 
Weymouth, but was not permitted 
to enter the house. Mrs. Asquith 
kept the doors barred and told him 
not to come back. 

On Septmber 17, Bartolini bought 
a new automobile and drove to Mrs. 
Asquith’s home. Again he failed to 
get in. 

On September 18, he again drove 
to Weymouth. This time he was ad- 
mitted, only to find a neighbor visit- 
ing Mrs. Asquith. He talked briefly 
with Mrs. Asquith, asking whether 
she had any work for him to do. 
Then he returned to his home in 
near-by Quincy. 

The following day, Saturday, Sep 
tember 19, Bartolini once more drove 
to the bungalow, this time gaining 


entrance merely by walking in. She 
ordered him to leave. When he in- 
sisted upon remaining, she asked 
him to call Lyons on the telephone 
and invite him over. Lyons, mean- 
time, had just returned from Low- 
ell and was back in his room on St. 
Botolph street. 


That was the day Bartolini and 
Lyons! talked briefly on the phone, 
after which Bartolini called for Ly- 
one in his new dark-colored coupe. 


Fiance Confronts Handy 
Man—And Is Seen No More. 


That evening Mrs. Asquith, Bar- 
tolini and Lyons spent an hour to- 
gether in the Asquith cottage. They 


had some cocktails. Then Bartolini ° 


went home. That night—the first 
time Mrs. Asquith and Lyons found 

emeslives alone together since the 
assassination and rape on August 
18, she told him what had happened. 

The following day, Sunday, Sep- 
tember 20, Bartolini declined invita- 
tions to have his, Sunday dinner 
with friends in Quincy and _ told 
them he had been invited to have 
dinner with Mrs. Asquith. This he 
denies. The polfce say that he drove 
to the Asquith cottage and was con- 
fronted there by Lyons, who de- 
nounced him for the assault. 

No one saw Mrs. Asquith alive 
after that day. No one who knows 
him has seen or heard from John 
Lyons since that day. 

On Monday, September 21, Barto- 
lini was supposed to install a bath- 
tub in the home of a Quincy man 
living in the Italian colony neag 
Summer street, where Bartoling 
worked occasionally as an odd-job 
man. He telephoned to the man and 
said that he would be unable to do 
the work because he did not feel 
well. 

On the same day he went to the 
office of Dr. Lerner, at 795 South- 
ern Artery, Quincy, and complained 
of having bronchitis. The doctor 
immediately detected a strong 
stench about Bartolini. He ordered 
him to take off his clothing to be 
examined. This Bartolini did. 

“When he took off his clothes the 
stench was even worse,” the doctor 
told the police. “In another moment 
I would have been sick to my stom- 
ach. I asked him ‘vhat the smell 
was and he said, ‘I've been handling 
food around the kitchen, cooking, 
and that’s what it is. You know I'm 
a chef now and then.’ I told my 
wife shortly afterwards about it and 
then I consulted the medical exam- 
iner.” 

According to former Medical Ex- 
aminer George Burgess Magrath, 
one of the country's leading pathol- 
ogists and Harvard professor, the 
stench was one that attaches itself 
to the human body during an au- 
topsy or dissection. Only repeated 
mustard baths will remove the odor, 
said Dr. Magrath.

On Tuesday, September 22, Barto- 
lini again called up and gave the 
same excuse for not being able to in- 
tall ‘the bathtub ‘in the Quincy 
house. 


On Wednesday, September 23, he 
did the work. . 
The police declare that Mrs. As- 
huith and Lyons were murdered in 
the Asquith cottage and their bodies 
disposed of during that period from 
Sunday evening, September 20, to 
onday afternoon, September 21, 
when Bartolini is alleged to have 
visited Dr. Lerner’s office. 

All this is denied by Bartolini. 

The state also says it has Barto- 
pni’s fingerprint smears in blood on 
the bathtub in the Asquith house 
where they say Mrs. Asquith’s body 
was dismemebred, and his naked 
soleprints on the floor of the bath- 
b. They contend the man who dis 
membered the body did so while 
stripped of clothing, thereby permit. 
ting the stench to become attached 
to his own person. 
The state, of course, holds that 
the legs and head ta”en from Bos- 
ton harbor are those of Mrs. As- 
quith, thereby establishing corpus 
elicti. No body sufficient to estab- 
sh delicti in the case of Lyons’ dis- 
appearance having been found (as 
this is written), no formal charges 
in connection with Lyons’ asserted 
nurder are being pushed. 
They say that the motive for the 
Killing was jealousy and fear of 
prosecution for the alleged criminal 
assault; that Bartolini was the last 
person in the company of Mrs. As- 
fuith and Lyons; that the weapon 
which caused death was a blunt in- 
strument, not yet found; that a 
large knife, taken from Bartolini’s 
home, was used for dismembering 
Mrs. Asquith’s body; that the green 
urtain found around the leg and 
head of the murdered woman came 
from a curtain store below which 
Bartolini lived, and that the condi- 
tion of the Asquith cottage estab- 
lishes the place where the crime was 
ommitted.

Suspect Faces Jail 


Sentence in Italy. 


“I have not been steadily employ- 
ed for the past seven months, al- 
though I have been doing handy 
work around the home of Mrs. 
Grayce Asquith. I have no money, 
no savings anywhere, no insurance 
on anyone’s life, and I have no in- 
come. 

“I was born in Felenec, Italy, on 
April 28, 1890. My regular occupa- 
tion is a pipefitter. My father’s 
name is Giuseppe Bartolini and my 
mother’s name is Gudita Pulitori 
Bartolini, and they both live in 
Genoa, Italy, now with my three 
children. My wife died a short time 
ago. 

“My wife’s name was Nataline 
Bartolini. She was Nataline Landi, 
of Genoa, before we were married. 
My children are Parmara, 18; Ste- 
fani, 16, and Ettore, 11 years old 
They live with their grandparents 
in Italy. 

“IT can't go back to them because 
I left Italy illegally. I left that coun- 
try in April, 1913, without permit to 
come to the United States. 

“I was in the navy of the Italian 
government six years. I came to 
Norfolk, Va., and then I entered this 
country. I came from Norfolk in 
1914 to Quincy and I have lived here 
ever since. I worked at the Fore 
River shipyards during the war and 
while working there I was living at 
32 Broadway, Quincy. 

“I filed my first naturalization pa- 
pers on October 15, 1923. I am here 
legally under the American law. 

“I will go to jail for years if I am 
sent back to Italy, for I left that 
country without permission and the 
penalty is six years in jail. 

“I met Mrs. Asquith through a 
friend a few years ago. I have done 
work for her. I would go to her 
home and do little things what she 
told me to do, I met her friends at
